SHALL WE ANNEX CUBA? 


—_—_—_———_ 
The Question Discussed by a Leading Demo- 
cratic Senator. 

WasHineron, D. C., November 17.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—Following the reports about Secretary 
Blaine’s Hawalian polioy the people who seem 
to Know more about it than the secretary him- 
self does, have mapped out a plan for him to 
purchase Cuba. This latest story is interesting 
because it gives the views of a “leading demo- 
cratic senator,” who is probably Eustis, of 
Louisiana. This “leading democratic senator,” 
in an interview, says: 

“lt is a proposition that has always been 
popular in the south, and still is so, I believe. 
I should like tosee the thing accomplished, 
and if Mr. Blaine sets about it in a way to 
make it possible for me to support him in “the 
movement, I shall be glad to do so * Phe 
United States ought to own and control Ciba 
for several good reasons. 

“In the first place, as matters now stand the 
great harbor of Havana might become the re- 
treat, the hiding place, for war vessels enough, 
in case of a foreign war, to completely destroy 
our commerce. It is at our door, and both the 
mouth of the Mississippi and the Gulf of Mex- 
ico could be completely commanded from. that 
point against us. Then, in the second place, 
we should save over $100,000,000 annually ‘in 
the import duties on sugar and tobacco, which 
we now get from that island.” 

. “How would you govern it ?”’ 

“There would be no trouble about that. The 
population ot Cuba today is not mof@ foreign 
to the language and institutions of this coun- 
try than was the population of Louisiana at 
the time Mr. Jefferson bought that territory. 
At the outset, of course, as in the case of Lou- 
isiana, the oflicials would have to be appointed 
by the president, and that policy could satis- 
factorily be continued until such a time as the 
people had prepared themselves for local self- 
government. That would come faster than 
one ordinariiy might suppose.’”’ 

“Do you think Spain could be induced to 
sell; and at what price?” 

“IT should think the island might be bought. 
Spain does not value it as she once did. The 
change of feeling is shown by the wretched 
local government she provides for the island. 
{ think I risk nothing in saying that Cuba is 
the worst governed colony on the globe. The 
people are pillaged right and left, and human 
life is most unsafe there. Asto the price I 
should not like to speak. President Polk of- 
fered a hundred millions of dollars for the 
island forty years ago.’’ 

**Would the Cubans themselves favor the 
transfer of authority?” 

“Nearly all of them, I believe. The people 
feel nearer to us than to the mother country. 
It isa long way across the sea, butwe are 
their next door neighbors. The educated and 
wealthy Cubans would all be glad of such a 
change.’’

OATHS OF THE MORMON CHURCH.

Testimony as to Murders Committed in the 
Endowment House at Salt Lake. 


SALT LAKE, November 15.—In the prepara- 
tion for the coming municipal election, many 
applications for naturalization have been made 
here recently. Objection is being made to the 
admission of persons accepting faith in polyg- 
amy and adhering to other Mormon tenets, 
and today was set by the court to hear the 
question. Attorneys for the liberals. asserted 
that no Mormon who had taken oaths in the 
Endowment house could be a_ good citizen, 
and testimony was ordered = regarding 
the nature of these oaths. John Bond swore 
that he went through the Endowment house 
in 1865, and was required to take an obligation 
which compelled him to obey every doctrine 
of the church, especially in opposition to the 
United States, under penalty of his hfe. He 
was also required to take oath to avenge the 
blood of Joseph Smith on this nation, and to 
teach this to hig children and children’s chil- 
dren to the latest eneration. Martin 
B. Wardwell took a similar oath about 
he same time, and said he was told that if he 
revealed any secrets his throat would be cut 
and his bowels torn out. Hesaw the death 
penalty enforced on a man named Green a 
number of years ago, and when some of the 
members of the band murmured, John W. 
Young said thatif they did not shut up they 
would be served in the same way. Andrew 
Cahoon swore tothe same obligations, and said 
that he took an oath that the highest allegi- 
ance wastothe Mormon church. Polygamy 
was the command of God, and all must indorse 
itor be damned. All the witnesses spoke of 
the murders they had either seen or heard of 
in consequence of these oaths. 


THE EXPULSION OF M'GAW. 


How the News Was Received at Pittsburg 
by the Knights. 

PittspurG, November 17.—[Special.]—The 
expulsion of Homer L. McGaw, of this city, 
from the Knights of Labor, at Atlanta, on 
Wednesday, wasthe subject of much comment 
among members of workingmen’s organiza- 
tionstoday. By the friends of McGaw the .ac- 
tion of the general assembly is denounced se- 
verely, by many others itis commended, and 
by nenxtrals it is pronounced an extraordinary 
act and one calculated to do mischief to the 
knights asa body. Members of the Green- 
Glass Blowers’ assembly condemn the act as 
an unwarranted exhibition of power, for 
which President James Campbell, of the Win- 
dow-glass Workers, of this city, and General 
Master Workman T. V. Powderly are respon.

McGaw, who was expelled for vilification of 
members, is a fighter. He is reputed to have 
documentary evidence in bis possession reflect- 
ing on high officials in the order, and it is said 
that he will now tell what he knows. He is 
also a member oi the American Federation 
of Trades, and is still in good standing in that 
order. 

Green-glass Blowers’ assembly 6111, is on 
record as having passed a resolution tothe 
effect that the expulsion of McGaw would be 
followed by the withdrawal of 6111 from the 
order. This threat is now likely to be put into 
execution. McGaw has long been a leading 
knight, and was formerly insurance secretary 
of the order.

“BLACK BART’ CONFESSES. 


Admits that He Robbed Trains and Stages, 
But Says He Wasn’t Respons)ble. 

BrssEMER, Mich., November 15.—Reimund 
Rolzhay, Black Bart,’’ on trial for tho’ murder of 
Bauker Fieischboin, of Belleville, j1),,and the rob- 
bery of the Gogebic stage, took the stand in his own 
defence today and made a confession, He told the 
story of his lifefrom the day of his birthin Ger- 
many to that of his arrest at Republic, Mich. He 
admitted that he robbed the Milwaukee and North- 
ern train six months ago; that he held up the Wis« 
consin Central train at Cadott, Wis.,a month Mter; 
and that he waylaid the Gogebic stage and 
shot Banker Flaischbein. He declared, how- 
ever, that several years ago he was hurt bya 
fall from a horse, and since that time had been sub- 
ject to “‘apells’” during which he did not know what 
he was doing. He said he was under thee ‘‘spells”’ 
when the various crimes were committed, 

“Holzhay, why did you carry two guns, knowing 
that you were Liable to have one of these spells at 
any time and shoot somebody?’ asked Lawyer 
Flannigan. “When you felt one of those spelis 
coming on why dida't you leave these guns some- 
where until after you recovereo?’’ 

Hoilzhay appeared somewhat staggered by the 
directness of this question and hesitatingly replied: 

‘T carried the revolvers to protect myself from 
wild animals in the woods, and did nottiketo leave 
them anywhere, as 1 might not find them again.” 

‘Is it necessary fora man to carry two revolvers 
to protect himseifin the woods of this country?” 

“Yes, sir,”’ said Holzhay, ‘I think it is,” 

This reply seemed tosatisfy tha prosecutidh, and 
the examination ended. Holzhay was the only 
witness called for the defense, and when be had 
concluded the defense rested. 

A fellow prisoner of Holzhay, named Burnes, fas 
been engaged the last month or two in writinga 
life ofthe robber, and has incorporated into the 
narrative several deeds of daring alleged to have 
been committed by Holzhay while in the western 
country. In the cross-cxamination Prosecuting 
Attorney Howellasked Holzhay if he had ‘held 
up’’ several men, as Burns alleges. Holzhay said 
the stories were all untrue, and originated in the 
brain of Novelist Burns,

His home was at Mr. Frank Freeman’s, four 
miles from town. 

Policemen Gossett and Floyd were notified 
by Bob Atkins, that a man was lying between 
the tracks groaning. ‘The officers procured 
the paggage trucks and moved the man to the 
stationhouse where a fire was built and medi- 
cal aid could be had.Dr. I.J.Collier was called 
and after examination deemed it useless to at- 
tempt to revive him, as he was then too near 
death. 

The jury of inquest returned a verdict of 
death from congestion of the lungs, said con- 
gestion produced from exposure when in an 
intoxicated condition. There is some mystery 
surrounding facts connected with the af- 
fair. The fact that his hat was found fifty 
yards from his body, his coat sleeves being 
torn entirely off; his pockets turned ont and 
evidences of a considerable scuttle, gave rise to 
the suspicion that he wasa victim of foul 
play, yet no marks of violence were found on 
his body.

He appealed from the ver- 
dict and has since been tried three times for 
the murder of one of the victims, each time 
resulting in a failure of the jury tu agree.

PROVIDENCE, November 14.—At 8 p. m.

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TALMAGE IN ITALY. 


HE DELIVERS AN ELEGANT SERMON 
AT BRINDISLI. 


ON “A MEDITERRANEAN VOYAGE?’ 


How God Delivers His People from Dangers 
Which Beset Them—A Graphic Ac- 
count of a Terrible Storm. 


BRINDIs1, Nevember 17.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., preached in 
this Italian port today. His subject was, “A 
Mediterranean Voyage,’”’ and he took for his 
text Acts xxvii, 44: “‘And so it came to pass, 
that they escaped all safe toland.’”’ Dr. Tal- 
mage said: 

Having visited your historical city, which 
we desired ‘to see because it was the terminus 
of the most famous road of the ages, the Ro- 
man Appian Way, and forits mighty fortress 
overshadowing a city which even Hannibal’s 
hosts could not thunder down, we must to-— 
morrow morning leave your harbor, and after 
touching at Athens and Corinth, voyage about 
the Mediterranean to Alexandria, Egypt. I 
have been reading this morning in my New 
Testament of a Mediterranean voyage in 
an Alexandrian ship. It was this very 
month of November. The vessel was lying in 
a port not very far from here. On board that 
vessel were two distinguished passengers: one, 
Josephus, the historian, as we have strong 
reasons to believe; the other, a convict, one 
Paul by name, who was going to prison for up- 
setting things, or, as they termed it, ‘“‘turning 
the world upside down.’’ This convict had 
gained the confidence of the captain. Indeed, 
I think that Paul knew almost as much about 
the sea as did the captain. He had been ship- 
wrecked three times already; he had dwelt 
much of his life amidst capstans, and yard- 
arms, and cables and storms; and he knew 
what he was talking about. Seeing the egui- 
noctial storm was coming, and perhaps noticing 
something unseaworthy in the vessel, he ad- 
vised the captain tostavyin the harbor But 
I hear the captain and the first mate 
talking together. They say: “We can- 
not afford to take the advice of this 
landsman, and he a minister. He may be able 
to preach very well, but I don’t believe he 
knows a marlinespike from a luff tackle. All 
aboard! Castoff! Shift the helm tor head- 
way! Who fears the Mediterranean?’ They 
had gone only a little way out when a whirl- 
wind, called Euroclydon, made the torn sail 
its turban, shcok the mast as you would 
brandish a spear, and tossed the hulk into the 
heavens. Overboard with the cargo! Itis all 
washed with salt water, and worthless now; 
and there are no marine insurance companies. 
All hands aboy, and out with the anchors! 

Great consternation comes on crew and pas- 
sengers. The sea mousters snort in the foam, 
and the billows clap their hands in glee of 
destruction. Inalull of the stormI hear a 
chain clank. It is the chain of the great 
apostle as he walks the deck, or holds fast to 
the rigging amidst the lurching of the ship— 
the spray dripping from his long beard as he 
cries cut tothe crew: ‘‘Now lexhort you to 
be of good cheer; for there shall be no loss of 
any man’s life among you, but of the ship. 
For there stood by me this night the angel of 
God, whose I am, and whom I serve. saying, 
Fear not, Paul; thou must be brought before 
Cesar; and, lo, God hath given thee all them 
that sail with thee.” * 

Fourteen days have passed, and there is no 
abatement of the storm. It is midnight. 
Standing on the lookout, the man peers into 
the darkness, and by a flash of lightning, sees 
the lony, white line of the breakers, and knows 
they must be coming near to some country, 
and fears that in a few moments the vessel 
will be shivered on the rocks. The ship flies 
like chaff in the tornado. They drop the 
sounding line, and by the light of the lantern 
they see it is twenty fathoms. Speedingalong 
a little farther, they drop the line again, and 
by the light of the lantern they see it is fifteen 
fathoms. Two hundred and seventy-six souls 
within a few feet of an awfu) shipwreck! 
The managers of the vessel, pretending they 
want to look over the side of the shipand un- 
dergird it, get into the small boat, expecting 
in it toescape; but Paul sees through thesham, 
and he tells them that if they go off in the 
boat it will be the death of them. The vessel 
strikes! The planks spring! The timbers 
crack! The vessel parts in the thundering 
surge! Oh, what wild struggling for life! 
Here they leap from plank to plank. Here 
they go under as if they would never rise, but, 
catching hold of a timter, come floating and 
panting on it to the beach, Here strong 
swimmers spread their arms through the 
waves untiltheir chins plow the sand, and 
they rise up and wring out their wet locks on 
the beach. When the roll of the ship is called 
two hundred and seventy-six people answer 
to their names. ‘‘Andso,’’ says my text, ‘‘it 
—," pass that they escaped all safe to 
land.’ 

I learn from this subject: 

First, that those who get us into trouble will 
not stay to help usout. These shipmen got 
Paul out of Fair Havens into the storm; but 
assoon asthe tempest dropped upon them, 
they wanted to go off in the small boat, caring 
nothing for what became of Paul and the pas- 
sengers. Ah me! human nature is the same 
in all ages. They who get us into trouble 
never stop to help us out. They who tempt 
that young man intoa life of dissipation will 
be the first to laugh at his imbecility, and to 
drop him out of decent society. Gamblers 
always make fun of the losses of gamblers. 
They who tempt you into the contests with 
fists, saying, “‘I will back you,” will be the 
first torun. Look over all the predicaments 
of your life, and count the names of those who 
have got you into those predicaments, and tell 
me the name of one who ever helped you out. 
They were glad enough to get you out from 
Fair Havens, but when, with damaged rigging, 
you tried to get into harbor, did they hold 
for you a plank or throw you a _ rope? 
Not one: Satan has got thousands of men 
into trouble, but he never got one out. He 
led them into theft, but he would not hide the 
goods or bail out the defendant. The spider 
shows the fiy the way over the gossamer 
bridge into the cobweb; but it never shows the 
fly the way out of the cobweb over the gossa- 
mer bridge. I think that there was plenty of 
fast young men to help the prodigal spend his 
money ; but when he had wasted his substance 
in riotous living, they let him goto the swine 
pastures, while they betook themselves to some 
other new comer. They whd take Paul out of 
Fair Havens will be of no help to him when 
he gets into the breakers of Melita. 

I remark again, as a lesson learned from the 
text, that it is dangerous to refuse the counsel 
of competent advisers. Paul told them not to 
go out withthat ship. They t ht he knew 
nothing aboutit. Theysaid: ‘“Heis.only a 
minister.”” They went, and the ship-qras de- 
stroyed. There are a great many peeple who 
now say of ministers: ‘‘They know-nething 
about world. They cannot talk to us.’’ 
Ah, my friends, it is not to have the 
Asiatic cholera before you can give it medical 
treatment tn others. It is not necessary to have

of distress, and endured great stress of weather, 
and gone scudding under bare poles; and the 
old folks know what they are talking about. 
Look at that nian—in his cheek the glow of 
infernal fires. His eye flashes not as once with 
thought, but with low ion. His brain is a 
sewer through which impurity floats, and hig 
heart the trough in which lust wallows and 
drinks. Men shudder as the leper 

parents cry, “Wolf! wolf!” Yet he once said 
the Lord’s prayer at his mother’s knee, and 
and against that iniquitous brow once pressed 
& pure mother’s lip, But he refused her 
counsel. Hoe. went where euroclydons have 
their lair. on the sea, while all 
hell echoed at the roar of the wreck: 
Pacifics! Lost Pacifics! 

Another lesson from the subject is that 
Christians are always safe. 

There did not seem to be much chance for 
Paul getting out of that shipwreck, did there? 
They had not, in those days, rockets with 
which to throw ropes over foundering vessels. 
Their lifeboats were of but little worth. And 
yet, notwithstanding all the danger, my text 
says that Paul escaped safe to ae And so it 
will always be with God’s children. They 
may be plunged into darkness and trouble, but 
by the throne of the eternal God, I assert it, 
“they shall all escape safe to land.” 

Sometimes there comes a storm of commer- 
cial disaster. The cables break. The masts 
fall. The cargoes are scattered over the sea. 
Oh! what struggling and leaping on kegs and - 
hogsheads and cornbins aud store shelves! 
And yet, though they may have it so very 
hard in commercial circles, the good, trusting 
in God, all come safe to land. 

Wreckers go out on the ocean’s beach and 
find the shattered hulks of vessels; and on the 
streets of our great cities there is many a 
wreck. Mainsail slit with banker’s pen. 
Hulks abeam’s end on insurance counters. 
Vast credits sinking, having suddenly sprung 
aleak. Yetallofthem who are God’s chil-— 
dren shall at last, through His goodness and 
mercy, eseape safetoland. The Scandinavian 
warriors used to drink wine out of the skulis 
of the enemies they had slain. Even so God 
will a us, out of the conquered ills and dis- 
asters of life, to drink sweetness and strength 
for our souls. 

You have, my friends, had illustrations, in 
— own life, of how God delivers His people. 

have had illustrations in my own life of the 
same truth. I was once in what on your 
Mediterranean you call a Euroclydon, buts 
what on the Atlantic we call acyclone, but the 
same storm. The steamer Greece, of the Na- 
tional line, swuug out into the river Mersey 
at Liverpool, bound for New York. 
We had on _ ~»board _ seven hundred, 
crew and passengers. We came together 
strangers—lItalians, Irishmen, Englishmen, 
Swedes, Norwegians, Americans. Two flagg 
fYoated fro e masts—British and American 


feonsigns-” We had a new vessel, or oné 80 thors 


oughly remodeled that the voyage had around 
itallthe uncertainties of atrial trip. The 
great steamer felt its way cautiously ont into 
the sea. The pilot was discharged; and, com- 
mitting ourselves to the care of . him who 
holdeth the winds in in his fist, we were fairly 
started on our voyage of three thousand miles. 
It was rough nearly all the way—the sea with 
strovg buffeting disputing our path. But one 
night, ateleven o’clock, after the lights had 
been put out, a cyclone—a wind just made to 
tear ships to pieces—caucht us in its clutches. 
Itcame down so suddenly that we had not 
time to take in the sails or to fasten the 
hatches. You may know that the bottom of 
the Atlantic is strewn with the ghastly work 
of cyclones. Oh! they are cruel winds. They 
have hot breath, as though they came up from 
infernal furnaces. Their merriment is 
the cry of affrighted passengers. 
Their play is the foundering of steam- 
ers. And when a ship goes down, they laugh 
until both continents hear them. They goin 
circles, or, as I describe them with my hand— 
rolling on! rolling on! with finger of terror 
writing on the white sheet of the wave this 
sentence of doom: ‘Let all that come within 
this ciréle perish! lKrigantines, go down! 
Clippers, go down! Steamships, go down!’’ 
And the vessel, hearing the terrible voice, 
crouches in the surf, and as the waters gurgle 
through the hatches and port holes, 1t lowers 
away, thousands of feet down, farther and 
farther, until at last it strikes the bottom; and 
all is peace, for they have landed. Helmsman, 
dead at the wheel! Engineer, dead amidst 
the furnaces! Captain, dead in the gangway! 
Passengers, dead in the cabin! Buried in the 
great cemetery of dead steamers, beside the 
City of Boston, the Lexington, the President, 
the Cambria—waiting for the archangel’s 
trumpet tosplit up the decks, and wrench 
open the cabin doors, and unfasten the 
hatches. 

I thought that I had seen storms on the sea 
before; but allof them together might have 
come under one wing of that cyclone. We 
were only eight or nine hundred miles from 
home, and in high expectation of soon seeing 
our friends, for there was no one on board 80 poor 
as not to have a friend. But it seemed asif we 
were to be disappointed. The mostof us ex. 
pected then and there to die, There were none 
who made light of theperil, save two. One 
wasan Englishman, and he was drunk, and 
the other was an American, and he was a fool: 
Oh! whata time it was! A night to make 
one’s hair turn white. Wecame out of the 
berths, and stood in the gangway, and looked 
into the steerage, and sat in the cabin. While 
seated there, we heard overhead something 
like minute guns. It was tlhe bursting of the 
sails. Weheld on with both hands to keep 
our places. Those who. attempted to cross 
the floor came back  0Obruised and 
gashed. Cups and glasses were dashed 
to fragments; pieces of the table getting loose, 
swung across the saloon. It seemed as if the 
hurricane took that great ship of thousands of 
tons aud stood it on end, and said: “Shall I 
sink it, or let it go this once?’’ And then it 
came down with such force that the billows 
trampled over it, each mounted of a fury. We 
felt that everything depended on the propel- 
ling screw. If that stopped for an instant we 
knew the vessel would fall off into the trough 
of the sea and sink, and so we prayed that the 
screw, which three times since leaving Liver- 
pool had already stopped, might not stop now. 
Oh, how anxiously we listened for the regular 
thump of the machinery, upon which our lives 
seemed to depend. After a while some one 
said: “The screw is stopped!” No; its 
sound had only been overpowered by the up- 
roar of the tempest, and we breathed easier 
again when we heard the regular pulsations of 
the over-tasked machine going thump, 
thump, thump. At3o’clock in the morning 
the water covered the ship from prow tostern, 
and the skylights gave way! The deluge 
rushed in, and we felt that one or two more 
waves like that must. swamp us forever. As 
the water rolled back and forward in the 
cabins, and dashed against the wali, it sprang 
half way up to the ceiling. Rushing through 
the skylights as itcame in with territic 
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low!” Our brave and sympathetic Captain 
Andrews—whobke praise shall not cease to 
speak while [ live—had been swept by the 
hurricane from his bridge, and’ had escaped 
very narrowly with his life. The cyclone 
seemed to stand on the deck, waving its wing. 
dae “This shio is mine! Ihave wa roe 
it a! ha! I will command it! If God 
will permit, I will sink it here and now! 
By a thousand shipwrecks, I swear the 
doom of this vessel!” There was a lull 
in the storm; but only that it might 
gain additional fury. ‘Crash! went 
the lifeboat on one side. Crash! went the life- 
boat on the other side. The great booms got 
loose, and, as with the heft of a thunderbolt, 
unded the deck and beat the mast—che jib 
m, studding sail boom, and square sail 
boom, with their strong arms, beating time to 
the awful march and music of the hurricane. 

Meanwhile the ocean became plosphores- 
cent. The whole scene looked like fire. 
water dripping froin the rigging, there were 
ropes of fire; and there were masts of fire ; and 
there was a deck of fire. A ship of fire, sail- 
ing on a sea of fire, through a night of fire. 
May I never see anything like it again! 

Everybody prayed. A iad of twelve years 
of age got down and prayed for his mother. 
“If I should give up,” he said, “I do not know 
what would become of mother.”” There were 
men who, I think, had not prayed for thirty 

ears, who then got down on their Knees. 
Vhen a man who has nglected God all his 
life feels that he has come to his last time, it 
makes a very busy night. All of our sins and 

shortcomings passed through our minds. My 
own lite seemed utterly unsatisfactory. 
could only say: ‘‘Here, Lord, take me as I 
am. I cannot mend matters now. Lord Jesus, 
thou didst die for the chief of sinners. That's 
me! It seems. Lord, as if my work is done, 
and poorly done, and upon thy infinite mercy I 
cast myself, and in this hour of shipwreck 
and darkness commit myself and her whom I 
hold by the hand to thee, oh, Lord Jesus! 
praying that it may bea short struggle in the 
water, and that at the same instant we both 
may arrive in glory!’’ Oh, I tell you a man 
prays straight to the mark when he has a 
cyclone above him, an ocean §beneath him, 
eternity so close to him that he can feel its 
breath on his cheek. 

The night was long. <Atlast we saw me6 
dawn looking through the port holes. As in 
the olden time,in the fourth watch of the 
night, Jesus came walking onthe sea, from 
wave cliff to wave cliff; and when he puts his 
foot upon a billow, though it may be tossed up 
with might it goes down. Hecried to the 
winds, “‘Hush!’’ They knew his voice. The 
waves knew his foot. They died away. And 
in the shining track of his feet I read these 
letters on scrolls of foam and fire: ‘The earth 
shall be filled with the knowledge of God as 
the waters cover the sea.’’ The ocean calmed. 
The path of the steamer became more and 
more mild, until, on the last morning out, the 
sun threw round about usa glory suchas I 
never witnessed before. God madea pave- 
ment of mosaic, reaching from horizon to 
horizon, for all the splendors of earth and 
heaven to walk upon—a pavement bright 
enough for the foot of a seraph—bright enough 
for the wheels of the archangel’s chariot. As 
a@ parent embraces achild and kisses away its 

rief, so over that sea, that had been writhing 

hn agony in the tempest, the morning threw its 
arms of beauty and of benediction, and the 
lips of earth and heaven met. 

AsIcame on deck—it was very early, and 
we were nearing the shore—I saw a few sails 
against the sky. They seomed like the spirits 
of the night walking the billows. I leaned 
over the taffrail of the vessel, and said, ‘Thy 
way, O God, is in the sea, and thy path in the 
great waters.”’ 

It grewlighter. Theclouds were hung in 
purple clusters along the sky; and, as if those 
purple clusters were pressed into red wine and 

ured out upon the sea, every wave turned 

ntocrimson. Yonder, fire cleft stood opposite 

to fire cleft; and here, a cloud, rent and 
tinged with light, seemed like a palace, with 
flames bursting from the windows. The 
whole scene lighted up until it seemed as if 
the angels of God were ascending andjdescend- 
ing upon stairs of fire, and the wavecrests, 
changed into jasper, and crystal, and amethyst, 
as they were flung toward the beach, made me 
think of the crowns of heaven cast before the 
throne of the great Jehovah. I leaned over 
the taffrail agai, and said, with more emotion 
than before: ‘‘Thy way, O God, is in the sea, 
and thy path in the great waters!”’ 

So, I thought, will be the going off of the 
storm and night of the Christian’s life. The 
darkness will fold its tents and away! The 
golden feet of the rising morn will come skip- 
ping upon the mountains, and all the wrathful 
billows of the world’s woe break into the 
splendor of eternal joy. And so we come into 
the harbor. The cyclone behind us. Our 
friends before us. God, whois always good, 
aliaround us. And if the roll of the crew and 
the passengers had been called, sevon hundred 
souls would have answered to their names. 
“And soit came to pass that we all escaped 
safe to land.’’ And may God grant that,when 
all our Sabbaths on earth are ended, we may 
find that, through the rich mercy of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, we all have weathered the gale!

TO LICENSE DRINKERS. 


Bhe Scheme Which Canadians 
Evolved to Insure Temperance. 
From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

Canadians are having lots of fun just now 
over the liquor question. Some of them would 
like to treat it seriously, But they find it diffi- 
cult to catch on. They are in the condition of 
the prosecuting attorney who asked the wit- 
mess if he saw the man shot in the rotunda and 
who received the Hibernian reply, he 
“couldn’t say if he was hit there or in the 
head,” 

The plan to reconcile all. interests, so that on 
this question at least the lion may lie down 
with the lamb, is already evolved. The Grand 
Chief Pipin of the Oranges and the High 
Cockolorum of the Jesuits, the great “I am” 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association and 
the president of the saloon keepers may=vote 
the same ticket. Simple in its conception, 
sublime in its efficacy, the plan appeals to all 
reasonable beings with irresistible force. As in 
the case of any of the inventions that are 
now proving such inesiimable boons to the 
men of the nineteenth century, its discovery 
was the result of an accident. 

The great scheme in a nutshell 1s to license 
the buyer instead of the seller. Let every 
man who wishes an occasional drink apply to 
the revenue officer of his district for a license, 
the price to be fixed by act of parliament or 
city by-law: On payment of the specified 
suin jet him have a badge or shield firmly riv- 
sted around his neck (to prevent transfer), on 
presentation of which any citizen will be enti- 
tled tosupply him with drink. The license 
could be renewable yearly, and failing pay- 
ment the police could remove the badge. This 
scheme, it is claimed, would bring to the rev- 
enue a larger sum than ever before, and would 
at once sweep away all the artificial restric- 
tions that are so annoying tothe saloon keeper, 

If ail men were sober, temperate, and well 
vehaved, no further provisions would be 
needed, but, unfortunately, there are excep- 
tions, so that any plan would be imperfect that 
did not provide for these exceptions. Well.in 
case of any man abusing his privilege and be- 
ing found out, his hcense would be at ouce for- 
feited. Not another drop could he obtain if he 
had all the wealth of the Vandervilts and As— 
tors, and his tongue was hanging out of. his 
mouth till it reached his vest pockets. That is 
the sort of plan to make the punishment fit 
the crime. The just man falls seventy times 
in a day and yet receives pardon. Therefore 
may We grant grace to a mere staggerer. A 
new license should be issued, on payment, but 
this time it would be with a bar Sinister, as it 
were, across the shield, The anplicant would 
hhave to specify his liquor load line—that is to 
make affidavit how many glasses he could take 
in a day without evil effects, He would then 
be supplied by the officer with a pass book 
ruled off with the specified numbers for each

A REVIEW OF THE WORK. 

Your correspondent felt that a review of the 
work of the conference would be of interest, so 
he procured the following summary from Elder 
Barton, secretary of the conference: 

The temporal economy of the churches 
within the conference has been well attended 
to by the several committees, composed of ex- 
perienced and painstaking ministers. The 
contributions to the denominational fund, out 
of which the bishops and other officers received 
support, widows and orphans of ministers as- 
sisted and church schools aided, exceeded five 
thousand dollars. The missionary collections 
reported were satisfactory. The labors of Dr. 
Derrick at the conference will doubtless tend 
to unify the methods of extending mission 
work in the conference limits. The spiritual 
interests of the church have not been slighted. 
More than one of the five presiding elders’ 
districts reports tell of above one 
thousand souls converted. Revs. William 
naven and Peter McLain, aged ministers, 
were §superanuated. Seventeen ministers 
were admitted ‘‘on trial’’ in the traveling con- 
nection; twenty were admitted into ‘‘full 
membership;’’ one was expelied from the 
church and ministry for immoral conduct. 

Daring the year Rev. George W. H. Wil- 
liams, an aged and honored minister, died, 
and memorial services in honor of his charac- 
ter were held yesterday. , 

The educational and missionary meetings 
were well attended and addressed by able 
speakers. 

ORDINATION OF DEACONS. 

Bishop Gaines, on Sunday morning, after 
an able sermon from 1 Tinm., iv, 11-13, or- 
dained twenty-two deacons and four elders. 

Besides the presiding bishop, Rev. Dr. 
Gaines, the conference has as oflicers, Rev. W. 
C. Banton, secretary, with two assistants. The 
members of the chucch ate well satisfied 
with the hospitality extended them by the 
members of the conference and citizens gen- 
erally, and are outspoken in praise of the ef- 
iorts put forth in their behalf by Rev. J. A. 
Davis, the energetic pastor of their church in 
this city. 

The annual sermon was preached on 
Wednesday night by Rev. W. Newman, and 
the missionary sermon by Rey. S. B. Jones, on 
Thursday night. 

it is expected that the appointments of min- 
isters to charges for the next year will be read 
tonight, and the conference will then adjourn. 
The next annual session will be held in St. 
John’s church, Columbus, Ga. All of the col- 
ored churches of the city, together with the 
operahouse, were thrown open to the visiting 
preachers this morning and able sermons were 
reported from each. 

INTERVIEWS WITH NORTHERN PREACHERS. 

Your correspondent sought an interview 
with Revs. Derrick and Embryin regard to 
the condition of the negroes of the south and 
from both received opinions adverse to those 
usually uttered by northern republicans. Dr. 
Derrick said: 

‘*This is my first trip south and my observa- 
tion has been most too limited to give an exact 
statement. I am agreeably surprised at the 
development of the people of the south, and 
especially of my Own people. The educa- 
tional advautages offered our people are as 
good asare given anywhere, so far as I have 
been able to judge, and I have been especially 
struck with Morris Brown college in Atlanta. 
I believe that many of the reports published 
in some of the northern papers originate there. 
If our people are suppressed I-have been un- 
able to detect it. Iam a zreat admirer of 
Mr. Grady, and have noted with interest his 
every advanced step during the last ten years. 
I consider him one of the most brilliant men 
in America. Three hundred such would lift 
the south to the greatest land onearth. I don’t 
agree with him every time in political matters, 
but [cannot keep from admiring him. He 


‘wields a powerful influence in the north.” 


NEGRO EMIGRATION, 

Dr. Embry spoke in the same strain, when 
he said: ‘‘Theideaof the negro emigrating 
from thefsouth is the veriest bosh. lt is as 
impossible as impracticable. The negroes, 
nor the white people, don’t want and neither 
will have it. The negroes are here to stay, 
and itis the duty of every man to try to es- 
tablish principles that will bring about har- 
mony between the two races. I am convinced 
that,these occasional eruptions,such as recently 
occurred in Mississippi, are the result of hot 


| heads in both races, and by no méans reflects 


the sentiment of thesouthern people. Our 
people are getting along well and their devel- 
opment—educational, moral and spiritual—is 
one of the marvels of this age. There is but 
one point on which I can complain—that is 
traveling accommodations. I find it incon- 
venient on some of the roads to get anything to 
eat. Butallof that will be remedied I guess. 
AS TO PLEDGER. 

“T regard Pledger, though I know very little 
about him, as a would-be political demagogue, 
whose influence is exceedingly limited. The 
man who reads the report of our conterence 
proceedings is blind indeed if he is not con- 
vinced of the southern negro’s development. 
Let the negroes and whites agree to shun the 
advice of hot heads, and the negro problem 
will come all right in God’s appointed time.”’ 


RUNNING THE MURDERERS DOWN. 


Arrest of Three Men Suspected of Complic- 
ity in a Double Murder. 

Waycross, Ga., November 17.—{Special. ]— 
Your correspondent learned in an interview 
with J. H. Morratt, of J. H. Morratt & Co.’s 
detective agency of Atlanta, who arrived here 
today from Dupont,and who has been employed 
by Sheriff Dickinson and the county authori- 
ties of Clinch to work up the Hughes double 
murder case, that the following parties sre un- 
derarrest: Robert McCoy, at Live Oak, Fla, : 
William Hicks, at Jasper, and Robert Baxter, 
at Valdosta, Ga. The only clew he had to 
work on the case was a telegram from McCoy 
to Ed. Ferrell, of Dupont, dated Jasper, as 
follows: 

“Is you gotany money? Ifyou aint I got lots.” 

Upon being questioned, Ferrell gave the 
whole plot away, thereby enabling Detective 
Morratt in securing the evidence to prove the 
guilt of the now arrested parties. On the per- 
sons of the arrested parties were found several 
hundred dollars, along with the gun and pair 
of shoes which were identified as the property 
of the murdered couple. 

Robert McCoy gave a voluntary statement, 
implicating himself and his other two pals in 
their bloody deeds. The parties on the night 
of the murder made good their escape under 
the cover of darkness by walking to the first 
station and taking the first train to Jasper, 
and they divided and were arrested in the dif- 
ferent places as described above. 

As soon as a requisition can be obtained they 
will be removed to Dupont for trial. Daniel 
Harper and Henry Johnson, who were previ- 
ously arrested, charged with the above murder, 
have been setatliberty. The evidence against 
the parties now in custody prove their guilt 
beyond adoubt. Detective Morratt returned 
to Atlanta on this afternoon’s train very much 
gratified with his success. ;

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The Habit of Command. 

The other day at the Hotel La Fayette, 
in Philadelphia, a wide-awake newspaper 
man found himself studying a group of 
gentlemen at one of the tables. 

Several confederate generals, colonels and 

majors made up the little party, and with- 
put a sipgle exception they were all distin- 
guished and successful railroad men, having 
rontrol of vast interests in the north and 
west as well as in the south. 

_The newspaper man who watched these 
soldierly monarchs of firmness, thus ac- 
counts for their success: 

“The reason why they are so valuable and can 
earn such large pecuniary rewards is that the habit 
of command and discipline wnich they learned in 
their respective armies is something that they carry 
Into their work as financiers and railroad men¢ 
They absolutely dominate theiremployes, whether 
their subordinates are a gang of Italians building a 
stretch of railroad, a force of mechanics in a con- 
struction shop, or a half dozen clerksin an office. 
Theold military habit of compelling every man to 
do his duty is irrepressible and it hasthe happiest 
results, for it is accompanied by the sense of obli- 

«gation to speak well of and to reward each subor- 
® dinate who excelg@in the performance of his par 
ticular task.”” 

Every word of this is true. But there is 
something more to be said. Nearly every 
southerner of average ability who gainsa 
foothold in any large business concern in 
the north, surprises those around him by 
the rapidity and ease with which he wins 
hie way to leadership. Even without a 
military experience the southerner naturally 
has the habit of ‘command, and wherever 
he is thrown he will show a capacity for 
managing and dominating his fellow- 
workers. 

The explanation will at once suggest 
itself to any one who is familiar with south- 
ern life. Inthe south the educated white 
man is in daily contact with an inferior 
race. From childhood he is accustomed to 
advise, instruct, manage and dominate not 
only his servants but many of his political 
equals who belong to this inferior race. 

Under such conditions the southerner ac- 
guires the habit of command atan early age, 
and it never leaves him. The vicissitudes 
of fortune may carry him to strange lands, 
and among strange people, but he always 
glides easily to the front. Since the war 
this has been strikingly illustrated in New 
York. In law, journalism, business and 
railroad circles, young southerners with 
hardly a dollar or even a letter of introduc- 

tion, have found room at the top without 
any trouble, tothe astonishment of well- 
equigped competitors who entered the race 
with é¥Verything in their favor. 

It goes without saying that this typically 
southern characteristic is bound to have its 
weight as one of the factors of our national 
life. That it will bring the south perma- 
nently to the front in politics and business 
isno rash predictién. There is certainly 
enough in our past and present to justify 
such an assumption. 


Some Significant Figures. 

Mr. William Pitt Kellogg, of Louisiana, 
who is a picturesque type of the southern 
republican leaders, appears to be somewhat 
_vexed by Mr. Harrison’s pious methods of 
administration. 

Kellogg proclaims that his party is essen- 
tially anegro party, in thatit depends on 
the negro vote at the north for its success. 
He says that when Mr. Harrison gave the 
cclored brother a largeslice-of cold shoulder 
for the purpose of increasing the number of 
white republicans in the south, he fore- 
doomed his own party towefeat. To this 
and this alone Kellogg atttibutes the burial 
of Mahone, and the defeat of Foraker, ana 
he brings figures to his ld _ by pointing out 
that in five northern states and twenty 
congressional districts the negroes hold the 
balance of power. According to his esti- 
mate, three-fifths of the white vote at the 
north are democrats and two-fifths republic- 
ans, which would give the democrats a 
majority of twenty per cent but for the negro 
- vote, 

These figures, which are pretty nearly 
correct, are very significant. They show, 
for instance, why the republicans, with 
meither respect nor friendliness for the 
“negro, make such a political fetisch of him 
at certain seasons of the year, They feel 
that when they are inventing lies about the 
south’s treatment of the negro, they are 
solidifying the negroes of the north. 

it is a remarkable fact, however, that few 
morthern negroes are appointed to office, and 
that none are elected. Outrage soup from 
the south, thin as it is, appears to be good 
enough forthe black man at the north. 

_ Perhaps this is all thata class so blinded 
_ deserves.

“Is the Negro a Snob?” 

We print elsewhere, under this title, a 
letter written by Mr. Walter B. Hill, of 
Macon, to the Christian Union. This letter 
we commend not only to the attention of 
the whites, but to the thoughtful considera- 
tion of the negroes themselves. 

Mr. Ilill throws a very brilliant side-light 
on one phase of the situation here, and re- 
veals what is going on behind the scenes, so 
to speak. The whole trouble seems to be 
with a certain class of negro preachers and 
with negro politicians, who call themselves 
the leaders of their race. These negroes, 
lacking in self-respect, and having not the 
remotest idea of whiat constitutes courtesy 
or good manners, are never happy unless 
they are forcing themselves into places 
where they are not wanted, and rendering 
themselves obnoxious generally. 

It is these pests, too, who are always try- 
ing to bring about strife between the races, 
and who keep up an ayitation that would 
have borne its logical fruit long ago but for 
the conservatism of the whites and the in- 
difference of the negroes to the incendiary 
appeals that have been made to them by 
the loafing politicians in the cities, who, 
while posing as ‘‘leaders,’’ take a pride in 
cleaning the spittoons of the republican 
officials, 

Mr. Hill’s letter will do great good if it 
can -be reail.by negroes who really respect 
themselves, and who desire to benefit and 
uplift their race. It has already opened 
the eyes of the editor of the Christian 
Union, who comments on it as follows: 

A southern correspondent, in his letter asking, 
‘Is the Negro a Snob?’ calls attention to a phase of 
the race problem which northerners are apt to over- 
look, if, indeed, they are not wholly ignorant of it. 
We commend this article to the consideration of 
any of our colored brethren who may read the 
Christian Union, and of those in the north who are 
especially interested in their education and eleva- 
tion. Itis very clear that the negro and his special 
friends must make a choicé between the doctrine 
that he is the equal of the white man and the doc- 
trine that he isnot. We may set him apart by bim~ 
self, treat him as requiring specfal consideration 
and attention, as something less than, more than 
or other than a man and a citizen (and it must be 
confessed that a great deal of northern philan- 
thropy has practically been organized on this basis) 
but in this case we could not claim for him equality 
with the white man; we could not claim for him 
special exemption because he is a negro and equal 
privileges because he is a citizen—special treatment 
because he is a colored man, and an equal share in 
the responsibilities, political and other, because he 
is not to be treated asa negro. So he cannot claim 
to be the equal of the white man and then count 
himself as-degraded because he is not put into the 
Same cars, schools and churches wiih the white 
man. All that equality has a right to demand is 
that the cars, the schools and the churches for the 
one race shall be as good as forthe other. Thereis 
no mere reason why a negro should be ambitious to 
ride in a white man’s car, or go to a white man’s 
school or church, than why a white man sliould be 
ambitious to ride in a negro’s ear, or go to a negro’s 
school or church that is provided him, if the two 
races are really equal. Whatever we do with our 
philanthropy, let us see to it that we do not coddle 
the colored man nor do anything to develop into 
odious proportions an incipient spirit of snobbery 

Along with Mr. Hill’s letter, we ¢om 
mend the foregoing most heartily to those 
colored people who may have discovered 
that the progress and success of any indi- 
vidual and of any people are in exact pro- 
portion to their self-respect. The lack of 


this quality is a mark of degradation.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


The School of Technology. 

Being intensely interested in this school from 
its beginning and also a patron, I desire tosay a 
few things in its behalf. 

The inauguration of our Georgia school of tech- 
nology has been unmistakably a move in the line 
of true progress, and its continued operation is more 
than meeting the largest*hopes ofits fiends, This is 
peculiarly gratifying in anew enterprise, Not all 
activity, or activity in a new direction, can be 
counted progress, That we are moving is not of 
itself assurance that we are moving right; that we 
are makinga great noise isnot evidence that we 
are doing a great work. But when we see an en- 
terprise which commends itself tothe common 
sense of the peuple, and promises by all fair 
calculation to meet demands that are 
imperative, and then when the practical 
results of that enterprise are what we 
expected, and more, we may as well put it down as 
a success in the field «of progress. Such unmistak- 
ably is our school of t€chnology, 

At first I had my doubtsof the school at one 
point: Would it be broad cnough in its educative 
force to make’ men of our boys? I knew that our 
day was eminently utilitarian and materialistic, 
and I believed the school would meet the demands 
in that way ; but that way alone was too low and 
narrow. That might make good laborers; good 
money-making machines, but would it make think- 
ing, living men? The old obsolete term, patriot, 
conveys to our mind a very high conception, a con- 
ception that was food to the thought of our coun- 
try's fathers and gave the inspiration ofall our 
country’s good. To make patriots of a high order, 
men of a broad fe is pre-eminently the work of 
today, and needful avove all things. Was the 
educative scope of the institution sufficient for 
these things ? 

I find, however, that the question was in my 
mind because I did not comprehend the institution. 
I find from ase it and observing its work- 
ings that its curriculum is broadgr and more 
thorough than 1 had thought, and That it stands 
abreast with the Institutions of hizh grade any 
where in literary and scient'fic enlture, It teaches, 
andinavyery thorough manner, too, all that is 
taught in the colleges of high order generally, ex- 
cept Latin and Greek. The advantage of the study 
of these languages is great, and not to be underesti- 
mated. Butintheschool cf technology there is 
large compensation in the peculiar features it pos- 
sesses. The technical lines of the school are prac- 
tical, but they arealsoina high degree scientitic, 
requiring accurate thought and close application. 
This is calculated to give a health and 
vigor as well as a range to a boy’s 
education not always to be had in schools of 
learning. 

In the course of instruction the English language 
and literature is taught extensively and carefuliy. 
Mathematics, chemistry, geology, minerology, phys- 
ics, mechanical enyineering, with free hand and 
mechanical drawing, as they are taught here in 
the four years’ course of instructicn, give exercise 
to the mind, shape habits of thought, and afford 
sources of infurmation equalto any institution in 
the land. Provision, too, is already made for a de- 
partment of modern languages, which will add to 
its educational value. 

The practical benefits, also, which a boy gets here 
gives to him a sense of freedom and independence 
which is always calculated to inspiro and foster 
high and true manhood. The consciousness that 
he carries in his person the ability to build houses, 
bridges, railroads, factories, ‘oundries, furnaces, en- 

es and all kinds of machinery, and other things 

ad demand, and aiong with this to know that 
Te has an educated mind, capable of thought and 
usefulnoss to the world, isto carry noton'y a for- 
tune in his person, butan Inspiration to good lite

He 
is lost for a day or two, then comes into the office 
some morning with a sparkling quotation from the 
speech thatisto be. Atsuch times he asks every 
man’s criticism, but no one can suggest an ims 
provement. Some of his matchless passages are 
evolved in the presence of nis stenographer. Walk-~ 
ing the room and gesticulating as if before an audi- 
ence, he rolls them out as fast as Jim can take 
them down. The superb exordium of his Virginia 
speech, which Mr. Dana pronounced the loftiest 
style of poetry, was poured out in 
this way without a halt. Mr. Grady 
is intensely social, and a large part of 
his time is given to those who come to call on him 
during the day. There is hardly one of these 
callers who dces not pay his trfbute of news.

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DOM PEDRO AND HIS REIGN, 


A Progressive Era in the History of the 
Largest of South American States. 
From the New York Sun. 

Dom Pedro was born December 2, 1825. His 
fathet Dom Pedro I,,was the first emperor of Brazil, 
and was the son of King John V1, and Queen Dona 
Maria I. of Portugal. The royal: family fled to Rio 
when the French entered Portugal in 1807, and 
when they returned the prince regent remained, 
and became emperor after the revolution of 1822, 
He abdicated in 1831 in favor of his son, the pres?nt 
emperor, who was then only five year#oid, and, 
returning to Portugal, drove out his usurping 
brother, Don Miguel, and enjoyed a short-lived 
reign. Dom Pedro II. was deciared to be of 
age at fourteen by act of the Brazilian legisla- 
ture, and was crowned July 18, 18i1, His reign 
has been an era of continued progress and 
prosperity for a country that bad been constantly 
distracted by the quarrels of factions and frequent- 
ly torn by civil war. The nation has made great 
advance in the paths of civilization and of material 
deyelépment. Population has increased, schools 
have been establishe1, railways built, vast tracts 
of country explored and settled, and lines of steam 
communication established upon ths great interior 
rivers, as well as between the seaports and the 
United States and Europe. But the crowning act 
of all was the emancipation of the slaves. On May 
14, 1888, the Brazilian legislature passed an act 
abolishing slavery. This was done under the re- 
gency of the Princess Isabella, or, as she was then, 
the Countess D’Eu, she having married Count 
D’Eu, a member of the Bourbon family of France. 
The emperor at the time of the act of emancipation 
was in Europe, where he had gone for the benefit of 
his healtb. 

Doni Pedro was married when seventeen years 
old to Theresa Christina Maria, daughter of Francis 
I. King of the Two Sicilies. They have two child- 
ren, the Princesses Isabella and Leopoldina. The 
former acts as regent during her father’s absence. 

Several months ago an attempt was made to as- 
sassinate the aged emperor as he was leaving the 
opeta. One of his daughters was leaning on his 
arm at the moment that a maniac in the crowd 
fired a pistolat the monarch. The emperor was 
not hit, and the incident attracted little attention, 
being devoid of political significance,

Is the Negro a Snob? 
To the Ellitors of the Christian Union: 


In a recent issue you give an account of an 
incident related to the negro problem: 

“The delegates to the National Baptist convention 
in Indianapolis are justly indignant over an attack 
made on southern delegares. The Rev. &. R. Love, 
one of the party, says they came over the East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia railroad, because map expected 
courteous treatment from the agents of the road. 
On other lines people are compelled to ride 
in second-class cars. The party took seats In one of 
the best cars, and soon began to hear murmurs from 
the white passengers) Mr, Love was warned by the 
porter that there would probably be trouble, as a 
passenger had senta telegram ahead that the party 
was coming.” 

The narrative proceeds to relate how at Baxicy a 
number of white mcn entered the car, forcibly un- 
ea ted the colored delegates, and beat them. I took 
the same train on which the Rev. Mr. Love and his 
party were traveling, ata point not far from Bax~ 
ley, and shortly after the occurrence the conductor 
gave me the following account, substantially, of 
the a His statement made at the time is 

f credit, as partof the res geste and be- 
use@/of his personal reliability: 
hen these colored passengers took their seats 
in the car intended for white passengers instead of 
that intended for their own. race, I knew there 
would be trouble. I have no authority to compel 
them toenterthe proper car, and I thought if | 
personally made the suggestion to them that they 
should leave the car occupied by the whites it 
would be less agreeable to them than ifthe sug- 
gestion came from one of their own race. Hence | 
got the negro porter to go and talk with them. 
He called their attention to the fact that the two 
cars were equalin every respect—boih first-class; 
that the white passengers objected to their occupy- 
ing the car they were in, and that trouble would 
inevitably result They replied that ‘they had first- 
class tickets aad intended to ride in the first-class 
couch.’ The same thing happened as always does 
in such cases. A white passenger telegraphed ahead 
to Baxley, and there the negroes were put out with 
violence. It was amusing to see the porter’s enjoy- 
meht of the occurrence. His verdict is, ‘Served ’em 
right.’ One of the colored brethren, while in the 
car, pulled off his shoes and elevated his stocking 
feet—disguxting the whites more than ever. The 
negroes were very roughly handied, I paid $5 out 
of my own pocket for medical attention to two oi 
them.”’ 

I carofully examined the two coaches, in order to 
see if the conductor’s statement as to their equality 
was correct. The comparison showed that both 
were first class cars—equalin e¥Very appointment. 
An official of the company informed me that both 
cars cost precisely the same money. The principal 
railroad systems in Georgia are the Central and the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. Both ob 
serve the rule of providing equal and first class, but 
separate, accommodations for both races. In view 
of the similarity of the two coaches on the train, 
what was it that made the colored delegates say that 
they “had first class tickets and intended 
to ride in the first class oar?” Why =§ did 
they regard the car intended for white 
passengers, and occupied by them as the first-class 
car? Obviously, it was because of the mere fact 
thatit was the ‘“‘white folks’ car. And because o! 
this, the negro passengers, after full warning, de- 
liberately and of choice adopted a course that 
would certainly lead to trouble. They courted 
martyrdom, and they got it. Forthe bad morals 
that counsel assaultand battery as remedies for 
bad manners, Ihave no word of apology; but my 
object is to call attention tothe negro point of 
view, that, where two cars are equal in every re- 
spect, the one designed for and occupied by the 
whites ia first-class, while the other, designed for 
and occupied by negroes, isnot. This is ran« snob- 
bishness. It is utterly inconsistant with self-respect 
in the negro character. In an attempted assertion 
of the negro’s equality, it assumes the superiority of 
the whites. It reminds one of the witty French 
definition of “equalty—a desire to be equal to one’s 
superiors, and superior to one’s equals.” It 
may be a long time before the negroes 
generally can realize the degradation they put upon 
their own race when they thrust themselves into 
unwilling association with the white race; but it is 
somewhat disappointing to find those possessed of 
the intelligence expected of delegates to a national 
convention willing to invite martyrdom for the 
sake of the principle that where two equally 
equipped public conveyances are provided, the oc- 
cupancy of white peop!e makes one first-class and 
the other second-class, 

A spectacle of which I wasan eye witness yes- 
terday throws a side-lighton the Baxley incident. 
Ata certain railroad station a large crowd of negro 
excursionists had gathered, going to ‘‘camp meet- 
tng.” When the train stopped, the crowd soon 
fiiled the negro coach, and fully one-third were 
still outside. These at once beganto enter the 
“‘white’’ car, and filled all the vacant seats. There 
was nho murmur, no protest, no objection by the 
white passengers. Why? Because there wasa real 
reason for the temporary infringement of the cus- 
tomarv arrangement for public travel. The negroes 
recognized “he arrangement by filling thefr own 
car first, The white passengers recognized the jus- 
tification for an exception to it. 

“The greatness of the problem seems to increase, 
and its perilsto multipiy.’’ Men’s hearts are quake 
ing with fear because of it. The people of the 
south dare not speak their convictions on me pub- 
lic question above a whisper, lest they should pro- 
voke differences of opinion which would impezi-~ 
theirsolidarity in dealing with this mighty prob- 
lem. Meanwhile, the negro snob is the pestiferon~ 
and disturbing element in the social phases of the 
question. He ought not to be encouraged: above 
all, he ought not to be lionized, The negro who 
debases himself and insults his race by the concep- 
tion that he rides first class only when he rides with 
white eee’ does not deserve to be ‘‘clad in the 
pene cean robes of American coutroversy,”’ but 

f that discipline should befall him, poetic justice 
would require thatit should be administered by 
those of hisown color, It must bave been from 
this point of view that the colored porter indorsed 
the ey Incident.

The chrysanthemum show at the capitol lent 
an impetus to the craze, and Mr. D, B Wood~ 
taff, of Macon, during the two days which 
oe lasted, received orders for 
piants to lay out two miles of flowe 

Mr. Woodraff’s exhibit, which wiser nial 
admired by everybody, was composed of 259 
varieties. He said, however, that there w 

. , eects. ere 
now 6,000 distinct varieties of the plant, and 
the number is constantly increasing. Mr 
Woodruff is constantly making experiments 
and trying to form new combinations of co 
and he gave some very interesting information 
concerning the way that it is done. 

‘It is impossible to rely on the seed of the 
chrysanthemum as a reproducer,” he said. 
“You plant the seed from the finest varieties 
and there is no telling what will come up, 
The only way to make reproduction a cer 
tainty is to take a cutting from the parent 
plant. After once getting a new flower you 
can multiply it ad infinitum by this means,” 

‘Is it difficult to find a new variety?” 

“It is, indeed. You may make two or three 
thousand experiments before you attain 
result atall. It is entirely a matter of clance 
and no particular skill is required. The 
pollen or seed cells of one plant is thorough- 
ly shaken over the pollen of another and whem’ 
the flower blooms an utserly worthless COM. 
bination may be the result or occasionally an 
exceedingly beautiful variety is the florist’g 
reward. When he does get anew flower all 
his labor is well paid for.”’ 

‘How much is a variety worth.” 

“Big prices are paid far them. The Mrs, 
Alphens Hardee was diseovered in the way [ 
have described by a lady after whom it was 
named. It was exhibited at the chrysanthe. 
mum show last year in New York, and Messrs, 
Pitcher & Mander, who are florists at Short 
Hills, New Jersey, paid $1,800 for the plant,” 

‘““How did they get their money back?” 

“They had no difficulty about that. They 
planted a quantity of cuttings, and as they 
grew they took other cuttings and sold them 
for one, two and three dollars apiece. I had 
several sent to me which I paid ten dollars for, 
Idid not have any here to exhibit because 
they are late bloomers, and are not out suffle 
ciently yet.”’ 

‘Where do the finest varféties come from?” 

“The Japanese know more about chrySane 
themums, and the art of growing them, than 
any other people on earth. They seem to 
have the requisite patience and also the skill. 
In some way, known only to themselves, they 
will train the flowers to grow up perfectly 
straight and then burst into bloom at the 
very top, making a perfect umbrella of 
the brilliant flowers. The _ idea, 
however, that chrysanthemums. were 
originally brought to this country from Japan 
or anywhere else is a great mistake. We have 
always had the chrysanthemum here, though 
it was a small variety, and was known as the 
winter pink.” 

‘*Are they difficult to grow ?’’ 

“Notif proper care is used. I hear ladieg 
constantly complain that, after setting out 
their chrysanthemums, the new plants, which 
spring from the rootsof the main one, dete- 
riorate. It is only because they don’t take 
care of them as they should. The chrysanthes 
imum throws out roots in every direction ; from 
these shoots break through the ground and 
become other plants. Naturally, if nothing 
is done, the vital force is all wasted in 
the matting root, If, however, the plantig 
taken up every year and the worthless roots 
are removed, and if, where the off shoots have 
appeared, they are cut off and separated in- 
stead of detriorating, the fiowers will con. 
stantly improve. Care should also be taken 
to provide rich garden earth and also to place 
strong sticks near the plant, to which it can 
be tied, and so prevent its being beaten 
down.” 

‘Do you think the craze for crysanthemumg 
will last?” 

“‘I don’t see why it should not. They bloom 
at a later date than other fiowers, and they 
are also more enduring as decorations tham 
any others. Thecraze has lasted five year@ 
now and instead of decreasing it is constantly 
growing. All the western cities have become 
enthused, and are having crysanthemum shows 
every year. The incentive to florists is also 
great, as, if they discover new varities, they 
make big moncy. Besides the “Mrs. 
Alphens  Hardee”’ of which 
have spoken, the man who discovered another 
variety known asthe ‘‘Mrs. Andrew Carnegie” 
made a good thing. He sold the plant for 
$1,000. These two, of course, are the highes® 
priced and finest plants in the country. 

**How are they used as ornamental pieces.” 

“They are made into all possible shapes 
The mantelpiece which I exhibited here was 
made of over 3,000 blossoms. Each one was 
tied to a toothpick and imbedded in the damp 
moss. At the close of the exhibition th 
were almost as fresh as the first day, t 
the air was very bad for them. I feel 
confident that this year’s show is only the be- 
ginning of the craze in Atlanta. Next year w@ 
will have another, which, of course, will 
larger and finer, and ina few years I expect 
our chrysanthemum shows to be as fine as any 
in the country.’ -

In the evening, those of the knights who did 
not attend Mr, Kehoe’s temperance meeting, 
remained about the Kimball house, 
and either talked over former conven 
tions they had attended or prepared 
themselves for the work of the coming week. 
Many of the most important questions will be 
discussed and settled during the next few 
days. Today the convention will go into a 
comnrittee of the whole to discuss the land 
question. It is beHeved by many of the dele- 
gates that a more just and less onerous system 
of taxation should be adopted, and an effort 
will be made to secure legislation to further 
these ends. 

On Tuesday the educational feature of the 
order will be discussed. Education is one of the 
fundamental principles of the Knights of Labor, 
and more interest is taken in it than in almost 
any other subject. Some fine speeches will be 
made when this subject is agitated.
